“In the year 1899-1890, 
plague affected two Districts in the Punjab and 
one village in a Native State, and the number of 
cases and cleaths were 850 and §30 respectively, 
Next year seven Districts and two Native 
States were stricken, the number of cases and 
deaths heing 11,078 and 6,399. Since the rst 
October, 1901, 23 Districts and 9 Native States 
have suffered and not short of 300,000 cases 
with 200 000 deaths have been recorded in the 
Province: ‘A truly lamentable record.

THR SPREAD OF THE DISEASE

Punjab Government were “severely strained 


to supply the officers required, particularly in 
the Medical Department, and the expenditure 
incurred has been very considerable, But the 
advice given to the people has never been 
acted upon in an adequate manner, and the 
disease has continued to spread until the usual 
seasonal abatement set in Jast month.” So, as 
the Government remarks, unless something 
can be done to eradicate the infection during 
the hot weather, ‘the prospect is one of the 
gravest apprehension not only for the Punjab 
but also for the whole of India.” 

In reviewing the situation, Sir Charles 
Rivaz discusses’ the measures that can be 
adopted compatible with the resources of Gov- 
ernment and the attitude of the people. 
Segregation of patients and contacts he con- 
siders “entirely out, of the question.” The 
people will not abstain from.contact with the 
sick, nor will they prevent visitors from infected 
places from entering their villages, though 
carefully warned of the consequences. 

There remains then only inoculation, and 
the experience of the Punjab has confirmed 
the conclusions of the Indian Plague commis: 
Sion, that inoculation not only wards off at- 
tacks, but also diminishes the chances of a 
fatal termivation in those who may be stricken 
by plague in spite of previous operation.

RUSSIA AND THE AMUR 
TERRITORY,

EMIGRATION RETURNS IN, oor, 


, The following details have justybeen pub- 
lished concerning the movement of emigration 
from European Russia to the Amur Territory 
during 1901, The number of emigrants was 


15,968, and 7,875 preferred to make the journey 


to the Far East on shipboard. However, for 
some months an end has been put to the 
Conveyance of emigrants by ship to the Far 
East. That the conditions of lie are by-no 
means so agreeable as the emigrant have been 


‘led to believe is seen in the fact that many of 
hem returned to their homes in European 


Russia in rgot,-and, in fact, the. homeward 
movement was stronger than it had been in 
1900 In 1gor the number of those emigrants 
who returned to Russia was 2,379, or 15 per 
cent, of the whale body of emigrants ; this year 
the tide will be still greater, in proportion-as 
the Ghinese drive the Russian settlers and 
colonists gradually backwards. It is estimated 
that during the present year 20,000 Russian 
setilera will have passed: through Blagovest- 
chensk en route for the Amur Territory and 
the Ussuri region, and of this number about 
14,000 colonists will settle in Southern Ussuri.

STORY OF A THRILLING EXPERIENCE 
IN THE MEDITERRANEAN, 
Writing to a friend in Wiltshire on 20 Aug, 
a correspondent on one of H.M.s ships in the 
Méditerranean says;. “ We are congratulating 
ourselves at not being at the battom ‘of the 
deep blue sea like the Victoria, as only by the 
coolness of our captain a disaster was averted.

The 
police eventually discovered the: retreat of the | 
Chief, and an advance was at once made on 
the villave ; but the police were soon compelled 
to get under shelter, owing to the

number of the advancing patty. ‘The supesjor 
numbers of thé police, however, compelled 
the Triads to evacuate the village and flee 
to another village called Hsiang Shants'un, the 
inhabitants of which, however, being hostile 
to the rebel catise, prepared aa ambush for the 
fleeing Triads, with the result that Tsou “l'ang- 
kao and two other chiefs wese captured and six 
‘of their followers. When the police eventually 
came up on the tracks of the insurgents the 
villagers handed over the captives to the surprise 
and, naturally;"delight of the former, who, 
in spite of beiag nearly twenty to one, could 
have done nothing to the Triads. Tue police. 
lost four killed and seven wounded, while the 
Triads had only one shot down, and that not 
bya soldier but by a villager with a“ gingal.”

BANGKOK AN HONGKONG. 


. A ROMAL DECREE. 

The Siam free Press publishes the trans- 
lation of a new “ Royal Decree on Quarantine” 
from which we take, the following clauses :— 

Whereas Bybonic plague has now ceased to 
be epidemic in Hongkong and clsewhere but 
whereas the disease is now endemic in Hong- 
kong and several purts imChina, it ts expedient 
to repeal (he Royal De.ree of 11th June, 1902, 
and to’substitute another Decree, therefure it 
is hereby decreed : 

1, For the purposes of this 
Inspection Station shall be 
Menam Chow, Phya opposite 
House at Paknam. 

2, Any vessel, which having, cleared from 
Hongkong or any Port in China arrives in 
Siamese “waters on or aficr the date of the 
present Decree, shall drop anchor at the said 
Inspection Station and shall stay there until 
such atime asthe Me fical Cfficer shall have 
boarded her and have given pratique. 

3. No person other than the Health Officer 
or one of his, assistants shall communicate from 
any ship coming from Hongkong or any port 
in China with the Jand or from the land with
